to go on a salt-free diet, That would be hard 
to achieve, and if one could achieve it, he 
might kill himself. The word should be 


‘ salt-poor. 
There is some evidence that a salt-poor - 


st 


diet helps in some cases of hypertension, but 
I could never get excited about this form 
of treatment because I have lived through 
three flare-ups of interest in it. My old chief 
and I tried it out thoroughly about 1907, and 
gave it up. It was tried out again about 
1921, and its use was resuscitated some -15 
years ago. For the third time, I think most 
physicians soon abandoned its use, excpt in 
one type of case. It can be of value when a 
patient is “waterlogged” and dropsical. In 
such a case there is some sense in restricting 
the use of table salt. 
* * * 

Often I wish we doctors would get over 
our tendency always to use long words, and 
then to refuse to stop long enough in our 
busy afternoon to tell: the patient what the 
word or words mean. To show how had the

Just now come letters from some anxious 
women. saying, “The doctor said I have 
Graves’ Disease, He-gave me a prescription 
and then his nurse took me out of the office. 
What is Graves’ Disease? Is it dangerous? 
Can I get well? Will I need an operation? 
Could I die of it? Why do I feel so nervous 
and so warm? Why is my heart racing? 
Why ‘do I perspire so much? Why can't I 
sleep? Why am I so irritable? Why have I 
been losing so much weight? Why are my 
eyes bulging?” 

- Actually, the doctor could so easily have 
said, “You have a little goiter which is pro- 
@ucing too much secretion, and this is 
poisoning you, and giving you all your 
symptoms. Doctors treat the condition with 
either medicines, or radioactive iodine, or an 
operation. I am going to try first, a 
medicine. When your thyroid gland quiets 
down, you will feel much better. We must 
not neglect the condition because it could 
damage your heart muscle and your liver.” 

Because the thyroid gland regulates the 
body chemistry, when it becomes too active 
and makes too much secretion, the body acts 
“Tike an engine that ‘is running too fast and 
shaking itself to pieces.
